Three companions were res­ 
cued by fishermen and taken to 
St. Francis Hospital, Trenton, 
where they were reported in 
good condition. 
The mishap happened at 9:30 
a m. and at 2:15 p.m. the boy 
was presumed drowned.

Urben, IO. of 123 S. Delmorr 
Ave., Morrisville, told police he 
saw the canoe capsize just north 
of the toll bridge near the Tren­ 
ton side of the river. 


William Wurfel, 26, of Tren­ 
ton, who was fishing from a 
boat in the river, said he saw 
three boys swimming in the wa­ 
ter near the American Bridge 
Co., plant, south of the bridges. 


The three youths were pulled 
from the river by two uniden­ 
tified fishermen. They w e r e 
first taken to the plant’s medi­ 
cal office, where
